697, Marlborouch, MA. The number for the WSSH talk networ\ talk shows (to cali in 
Live) is 1-800-717-TALK. I noted 11/1 they were also mentioning WSRO & WGAW as 
being on the network. WNEW & WMGM great Ted Brown is now doing the 12:15 til 3PM 
show on WRIV-1390 and he sounds great. In the 11/1 issue of DX NEWS, there was 2 
disevussion in MUSINGS about whether stations can get back their 3 letter calls if 
they give them up. Tf a station gives up a 4 letter call, any station anywnere in 
the country can pick them up. Thus, there is WRCA-1330, WNGM-103.7, WICE-550 and 
many other examples of famous calis which have moved to other markets/stations cr 
to other stations in the same market. Since the late 20's, the FCC has granted no 
new 3 letter call sets. ‘Thus, when a station such as 1050 in NYC gives up WHN to 
change to WEVD, no other station can obtain those calls. The only stations allow- 
ed to take 3 letter calls after the late 20's were FM/TV sisters of co-owned sta~ 
tions (WOR AM/FM/TV). Now if the AM station gives up the ? letter call, it caa 
always go back to them in the future. WHN became WHGM in 1948 but was able to get 
the WHN cal) back in 1962. I€ WEVD wanted to switch back to WHN, it could, WADO- 
1280 could switch back to WOV, KNBR-680 could switch back to KPO, KRTH-930 could 
go back to KHJ. The only exception to this restriction I've seen is the grant of 
the WJZ calis to Ch. 13 in Baltimore, when Westinghouse acquired it in the 50's, 
and this waiver was granted because they had owned the origional WJZ {now WABC) in 
the 20's.910 in Oakland, CA gave up its KLX call in the late 50's and today is 
KNEW, which could switch back to KLX if it so chooses but no one else could get 
the KLX calls. The same is true with KMPS-1300 which gave up the KOL calls. WEVD 
is becoming less and less ethnice, its schedule is now Bill Mazer 5:30-10RM, Ber~ 
nara Meltzer telephone taik i0A-12 ncon, Art Raymond (Yiddish music) 12 noon-3P, 
Bill Bresnan 3-6PM, Dick Oliver's NY Daily News Tonight 6-7PM, NBC Talknet T-L1PM,

(I sent 
Jerry the origional list vhich was being passed out at the NAB convention this 
year in Houston, that was the one with the wrong pages....figures!—DWS). Thexe 
are a number of surprises to me, such ag all the stations in Salisbury, MD (along 
the Atlantic Coast) applying to go son directional! On another matter, Dave, your 
anewer to ERTC BUENEMAN in a recent MUSING is quite right, as far as it goes. No 
one can "hold" a call sign. When I was responsible for “guarding” the RCA/NBC ca- 
11 signs, ve routinely reassigned calls to ships that RCA licensed under contracts 
with the large freight companies, This was easy becaues ships under the US flag 
use 4 letter calls just like broadcast stations. Note, however, that within months 
of RCA going out of business, one of our most protected call signs wound up in MA 
(WRCA)t But a station can still control its ‘family' of call signs. This means 
that an FM station using a 4 letter cal? can give it to a sister AM station and 
use that call sign with "FM" tagged on the end if they want. The company that owns 
KNBR has control over cali signs such as KNBR-FM & KNBR-TV. If they want, they 
can negotiate vith another company that might want one of the call sigus in their 
family. Clear as mud, right? Your trouble, Dave, is that you try to understand 
FCC rules, you shouldn’t, you should only try to memorize FCC rules. (Yeah, I've 
got a bad memory, though-hi!-Dws)

~----+--- Greetings to all from Talsa. Hopefully, the summer months were 
good to all NRC members. This sumnec saw 2 major additions to the radio room, a 
KIWA loop and a Super MWDX5 phasing unit. Both pieces of equipment Nave been ex- 
tremely valuable and each have their own advantages and disadvantages. The RIWA 
loop is great at nulls and direction finding and seems to out-perform my previous 
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loop. In some situations, the KIWA loop provides audio where the phasing unit 
does not. In some situations, the opposite is true. I have found the MHDX5 to 
be far superior to the KIWA loop in reducing interference from strong tocais 

when listening to an adjacent or same frequency. For example, I have heen able 
to phase KRMG-740 to enable me to hear KTRH during my local evening hours. Dur~ 
ing the daytime, my closest local, KXOJ-1550 has been phased to allow me to get a 
positive ID on KLKC-1540 at a distance of about 100 miles. In this situation, 
nothing but splatter vas heard on 1540 with a maximum null on KXOJ with the KIWA 
loop. However. the same day at sunset, the KIWA loop gave a much better reduct- 
ion of KGTO-1050 to allow me to log KGGR-1040 as well as a tentative log on WOKT- 
1040. One last example of my success with the MWDX5, I have been able to phase 
out KGFP-1450 to log WMBH at nearly twice the distance and on the same bearing if 
nulling with the KIWA loop. JI firmly believe that the WMBH logging would have be- 
en extremely difficult if not impossible without the phasing unit. The bottom 
ine, at least at this location, each of these pieces of equipment have an impor- 
tant use and each have unigue benefits and characteristics. 1 feel very fortunate 
that I have both units here in my shack. They will be quite well used during the 


course of the ‘prime’ season. I hope to be a regular MUSER this season as vell 
as a semi-regular on 3840 on Sunday evenings. Good DX! 73

Gannett oyns the exclusive rights to these calls be- 
cause they also own the national daily USA today, and these 2 cali signs are nam 
ed after that particular daily. Gannett’s exclusive rights to these 2 calis, ve~ 
re, I believe, grandfathered. Help me, JOHN BOWKER! (He did last issue, Eric, I 
think it clears it 100%-DWS) Just received a call from the engineer at KGDD- 
1250 this afternoon (11/5), saying the station is operating with 500/500 U3 until 
they can repair their remote control system. This should be a good chance for 
those in the midvest to hear it if your not to close to a 1250 local, normal pow- 
er is 95 watts night! The CE at KSKY-660 sends word the station is now 10000/250 
Ul while adjustements are made to their directional system (usually 10000/500 U2}. 
About the list of stations that applied to move to the 1608-1705 khz portion of 
the AM band, I was surprised to see WFTD-1080 (my ex-employer) apply! They could 
go fulltime on 1080 with up to 2500 watts if they wanted! Not surprised to see 
WEW-770, WRYT-1080 & KXEN-1010 on the list.
